I had been making numerous contacts with my humble rig, while he 
had not been able to raise anyone with a much superior radio. Most of 
us had lots of fun with our minimal novice stations. I still want to 
get a command set pair going on 80 meters to have some more of that sort 
of fun.

I have the following 3 UHF receivers that cover 200-400 mhz AM that should 
go to someone with the interest and time. Prices are plus shipping from 
24401, Staunton Va. and will run about 70 lbs. A pickup at your leisure is 
just fine. I get to Washington DC several times a year and could perhaps 
bring it to the Reston Area on a weekend and make a swap. 


Receiver 1: Dark grey URR 13. that seems to work though not thoroughly 
tested. Included is the xtal pack which is 97 of 100 xtals. No power or 
audio cables are included. $100 plus shipping. 


Receiver 2: Lighter Grey URR 13 that also seems to work but again, not 
thoroughly tested. It has shock mount feet but a broken glass on one of the 
meters though it doesn't seem like its further damaged. Also included is a 
xtal pack that is a bit more complete in that 99 of 100 are there. Again, 
no cables. $100 plus shipping. 


Receiver 3. URR 35 (virtually identical to the 13's) that doesn't seem to 
work. It isn't dead as there is some audio but I cannot get a signal 
through it. Again, no cables. $35 plus shipping 


The power cable is a standard 3 pin screw on military type that is the same 
as found on the R1051's but I can't let one of my 1051's go without a 

plug. The audio is a 4 pin job about the same diameter. The antenna takes 
either a PL259 or an N input. I can also make a copy of the URR 13 manual 
for an additional $10. These are really nice inside though a bit rough on 
the outside. In typical military fashion, they were very expensive receivers.

There is no current/voltage droop over almost the entire 
operational life.

On a related topic, I have recently come into possession of a NOS standard 
cell. It's a lovely H-shaped piece of sealed glassware about 3 inches square 
overall with electrodes coming out of the bottom of each vertical section 
(sounds like a vacuum tube eh?) 


Inside there is a clear liquid to a level above the horizontal channel of 
the H and what looks like a mercury based metal layer associated with each 
electrode. 


A tag attached to it gives a 5 figure voltage at 20 dec C. and is dated 
1977. On my (limited) methods of measuring DC voltages it appears to be 
right on the nose. 


I know you are not supposed to draw any current from these things - they are 
used in bridge circuits but obviously there will be a tiny current as the 
bridge is used to approach the null point. My meter has a 10 meg input 
resistance which would draw about 0.1 uA. 


Anybody know much about these?

For whatever it's worth, the lithium "air cell" battery dates not to the 
1970s but the 1930s, and is in fact the cell for which 2-volt filament DC 
tubes (like the '30 triode) were designed! 

They seem to have been a little costly but offered xoutstanding* 
performance compared to the conventional (LeClanche?) cell. 

The 2nd-generation (ish) lithiums were about the size of a "little six" 
6V battery, the square ones found in larger hand lanterns, and like all the 
breed, had a pull-to-initiate tab to let the air in when you were ready to 
use them.

Well, there are papers written by the National Bureau of Standards 
many years ago describing their properties in exhaustive detail. 
They might be available on the net. 


In general, if the cell has been disturbed (liquid sloshed) or 
been exposed to temperature extremes, then you can't believe 

the last digits written on that tag. How many digits depends 

on how badly it was disturbed. I'd guess a hamfest would pretty 
well shake it up. That's judging by the condition of galvanometers 
found at hamfests. 


Which reminds me, you're supposed to short galvanometer terminals 
for shipping. I've seen standard cells with a bare wire across 
the terminals, shorted for shipment. Not a good thing to do.
